munes. ‘Within the ‘memory of men 
etill living there prevailed in France 
@ very different state of things from 
that exhibited by this census. In the 
first decade of this century the birth 


rate was about 32 in 1,000, and the 


_ population was almost as large as it 


is now. It was then, moreover, nearly 
double that of the United Kingdom, 
whereas to-day the population of Great 
Britain and Ireland is the greater. 
Again, in 1788 France was computed 
to have a population of more than 
twenty-four millions; whereas the 
whole of Germany was credited with 
oniy about fifteen million inhabitants, 
or fewer than she is believed to have 
possessed at the beginning of the Thirty 
Years’ War. Now the population of 
Germany is more than fifty millions, 
that of Prussia alone being over thirty 
millions. It is needless to point out the 
sinister bearing of such figures upon 
the relative military strength of coun- 
tries in which the system of conscription 
obtains. It is probable, however, that 
from this point of view the consequences 
are even more serious than the sta- 
tistics would indicate upon their face. 
In the course of some remarkable arti- 
cles Abbe Fortin has demonstrated that 
the effect of the differences of the 
birth rate in France and Germany is 
not merely to create a growing dispar- 
ity in population, but also to alter ita 
nature, and in some respects its effici- 
ency. With a small birth rate and few 
children, France tendg to become pre- 
eminently a country of old or mature 
men. Of 1,009 persons taken at ran- 
dom in Germany and France, there 
will presumably be more Germans than 
there are Frenchmen within the ages 
at which military service is tolerable. 
Obvious also is the effect of the stag- 
nation of the population of France up- 
on her colorizing projects. There is 
no surplus for. emigration. On the 
other hand, the growing disproportion 
of wealth to population in France in- 
vites immigration thither from neigh- 
boring countries; many statisticians 
have directed attention to the recent 
prodigious influx of Germans, Ital- 
ians, and Belgians Into the French ter- 
ri{ory. 

The grave phenomenon brought out 
by the census cannot be ascribed to 
any inherent want of fertility in the 
French race. The French-speaking in- 
habitants of Canada are among the most 
prolific of human beings. Undoubted- 
iy we must attribute to the gradual in- 
“uence of institutions the enormous dif- 
ference between the birth rate in 
France and the birth rate in French 
Canada. As regards the laws of in- 
heritance and testamentary disposition 
rench Canada has retained substanti- 
uly the regulations of the ancien re- 
gime, under which the French popu- 
lation moreased with exceptional rap- 
idity. France was even able, as we 
have seen, to bear triumphantly the 
prolonged and tremendous drain of the 
Napoleonic laws; but at that time the 
Code Napoleon, with its new and re- 
volutionary provisions regarding in- 
heritance and testamentary disposition, 
had not had time to influence the 
habits of the people. Thase provisions, 
it is well known, set, practically, a 
premium upon small families in the 
eyes of those who desire to avert the 
subdivision and disappearance of the 
family property. That these laws, 
and the determination  engender- 
ed to evade them, lie at the root of 
the stagnation of population in France 
is plain from the fact that not only 
is the birth rate lowest among the rich 
or well-todo, but it is exceedingly low 
among the whole body of the peasant 
proprietors so far as the richer pro- 


vinces are concerned. The French pea- 
sant and the French tradesman have 
become willing to sacrifice even the 
craving for children in order to add to 
the family acres or the family hoards. 


The cause of the low birth rate in 
France being thus clearly distinguished 
the remedy should be equally discern- 
ible. It has bean suggested that an in- 
crease in the number of children might 
be encouraged by adjusting taxation to 
the size of families, or that, with a 
view of compassing the same end, the 
State should offer a premium on each 
child born in wedlock. It is well known 
that such an experiment was tried un- 
der the Roman empire but without suc- 
28S. A more promising proposal is 
that the law of testamentary disposi- 
tien should be so modified as to give 
the father full liberty of bequeathing. 
Under such a regime most of the land 
or personal property belonging to the 
father would undoubtedly be kept in 
the famuy by being left to one of the 


children, the rest being trained and | 
stimulated to look out for themselves. 
Such a change of the testamentary law 
migh! in the end prove effective, and 
restore the birth rate in France tothe 
point et & hich it stood at the begin- 
ning of th’s century; but the habits of 
the French peasantry, which now seem 


fixed, might prove as slow to alter as | 


they were to form. 


In France, as a whole, 
the birth rate has fallen to.about 22 
in 1,000, and in some of the depart- 
ments it is as low as 14 or 15.

FARMERS AS BOOK-KEEPERS. 
As man’s memory beeomes taxed 
with the deatils of business his need 


m becomes more and more apparent, 


Everybody who has anything to do 
with business, makes an attempt, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, at book-keep- 
ing—for records either mental or writ- 
ten must be kept. 

The child starting out with a dozen 
marbles in the morning who sadly re- 
turns with eight duly records a loss of 
four and does not forget it.

The blacksmith, the tinner, the shoe- 
maker and the minister all keep more 
or less accurate accounts of their fin- 
anclal affairs, and I am told that the 
college professor occasionally attempts 
to systematize his business affairs. 

It is a well known fact that all large 
business organizations recognize the 
importance of methodical accounting. 
Their records:are made in permanent 
form and years after may be referred 
te for the minutest data. Banking, rail- 
roading and shipping, are as impossible 
without book-keeping as raising grain 
without sunshine, or developing muscle 
Without exercise. 

Now if ail areaccountants to a cer- 
tain extent, and the life of every great 


business organization depends largely! 


Y together with the labor 
of carrying them out daily. It is the 
pga seg Sod all that I have interview- 
ed who have fed shredded fodder that 
the waste is reduced to a very small 
quantity, so small as scarcely to be 
worth considering. while with the best 
‘ured fodder fed long, the waste is one- 
third, as I have seed by. rep ed 
wetghings. A g many intelligen 
farmers think that if we can shred the 
corn butts and mix them with the husks 


we shall simply be imposing on 


useless waste. 
The director of the Maryland Experi- 
ment Station has probably conducted 
as careful experiments as any man liv- 
ing to ascertain the relative value of 
the different parts of the corn plant, 
and with regard to the fodder he says: 
“The husks possess the greatest food 
value; next, the shredded stalks and 
last the biades.” He also places a 
high value on the cob. These conclus- 
ions were arrived at by careful feeding 
experiments as well as by the chemical 
analysis of the different parts. I be- 
lieve that no other product of ' the 
farm has been so generally wasted and 
so universally under-valued as corn 
fodder, and when we remember that 
each twenty-five bushels of corn grown 
produces about one ton of stalks, blades 
and husks, which - properly saved has 
a feeding value about the same as an 
equal weight of Timothy hay, and that 
it is more palatable and healthful for 
horses, cattle and sheep, it will be seen 
that there are few questions more 
worthy of careful study and experi- 
ment than the best methods of sav- 
ing and feeding this valuable product. 
I believe that for feeding horses, cat- 
tle and sheep it will pay us to grow 
our corn twice as thick as it is ordinar- 
ily grown, and shred and feed it grain 
and all together, and that fed in this 
way it will give very nearly a balanced 
ration.

systematize its transactions into form 
readily accessible and easily understood, 
are we not warranted in asserting that 
the financial success of the farmer may 
be measured in a great degree by hi 
method of accounting * It is said of the 
president of one of the great railroads 
of the Northwest, that he knows every 
man in his employ, and that it is with 
amazing atcuracy that he recalls the 
smallest details of the gigantic deals 
which he so often consumates. Be 
this as it may. That he does grasp 
great subjects and eternally fix them 
in mind tor future use, and that the 
ready knowledge of these facts is one 
of his keys to success, is abundantly tes- 
tified. It is not every one who can 
do this, but ali can seek to so systema- 
tize the written records of their busi- 
neas a3 to have them show unmasked 
in full details the false and the true; 
and such records are certain to be o 
as much use to the farmer as to any 
other man. He needs them constantly, 
and without them success or failure 
to him must be largely the result of 
blind endeavor. 

The commission man keeps an accur- 
ate account separately of his gains and 
losses on wheat, oats, barley, rye, fruits, 
pork, beef, fish and everything else 
that he handles. His success uepends 
upon the knowledge which these facts 
reveal. If these facts are indispensable 
to him, they are equally so to the pro- 
ducer. It therefore, seems certain that 
au systematic record of the business 
connected with farming is invaluable. 

But it is claimed that the farmer is 
too tired at night and too busy during 
the day to keep his accounts systema- 
tically. No business man is too busy 
or tired to stop and determine where 
he is. He is no more rushed for time 
than many other men who are more 
successful. Shall it be said because 
they realize the value of accurate 
accounting and see to it, that all nec- 
essary items are promptiy recorded ? 

Just how these records should be 
kept in detail is not the purpose of 
this article, but, to give some evidence 
of their utility. ~ 

When one’s business is not large 
enough to warrant hiring his work 
done, it is necessary to have a very 
simple method. But the fact is the 
very simplicity of a thing is often the 
cause of its being neglected. The filing 
of a friendly letter of ten words, seein- 
ingly of no importance, may be suffi- 
cient to save costly litigation. The re- 
cord of the purchase of a spool of thread 
may of itself be worth hundreds of 
dollass. 
ing seem tov insignificant to be 
corded. 

1 would recommend that every far- 
mer who feels the need of such a re- 
cord, should procure a common day- 
book with rulings like that on com- 
mon writing paper with money columns 
added at the right. In it make a list 
of a of value he has on hand, 
and another list of everything he owes. 
The difference will show what he is 
worth. If he sells anything or buys 
anything, write it down. If he makes 
any agreements to be fulfilled in the 
future write them down. If there are 
any notes he wishes to make in regard 
to the weather, the date of sowing, 
condition of crops, date of harvesting, 
amount harvested, amount of hay cut, 
in fact wc ome 2 that will suggest it- 
self as being of value, write it down 
also. He will be surprised and pleas- 
ed when he comes to look over this 
book at the end of the year. It will 
be bristling with facts worthy of his 
careful consideration. This may be ex- 
tended as much as he sees fit, but 
abe pe method alone will repay a 
trial.

ECONOMY OF SHREDDING FODDER. 
Among the new methods of handling 


our erops there are few that promise | 


hatter results than that of shredding 
fodder, writes Waldo F. Brown. I met 
last winter at the institutes scores of 
farmers who were feeding it and visited 
some farms where it was stored, and 
among those experienced in its use 
there was a hearty expression in its 
favor. When one learns how to 
manage to the best advantage, the 
cost of husking and shredding by ma- 
chinery is not greater than to husk 
the corn and secure the fodder by 
nand, and I predict that in a few years 
the practice of husking and shredding 
by machinery will be as common as 
threshing wheat by machinery now is. 
There is but one serious hindrance to 
it, and that is, unless the fodder is 
thoroughly dry there is danger of its 
heating, but I have no doubt that a 
plan of ventilation in the storage of it 
will be found that will make it safe. 
The advantages are many, as, for ex- 
ample, the more than doubling the 
storage capacity of our barns, the se- 
curing of the fodder early while it is

Those who enjoy the glorious privi- 
leges of freedom of speech, and freedom 
of thought and expression, will all the 
more readily understand and deplore 
the restrictions of censorship of the 
press in many of the countries of Eu- 
rope, under autocratic and even eon- 
stitutional government. Here is how 
things are managed in Austria. In 
Austria every newspaper appearing 
more than twice a month has to depos- 
it caution money if politics are treated 
or mentioned. For Vienna and sur- 
roundings this deposit is fixed at $9,- 
000; for towns of 60,000 inhabitants, at 


$3,000; for towns, of 30,000 inhabit- 
ants, at $2,000; and for all other places, 


plat $1,000. By infringement the 


press laws the caution money may be 
partly or wholly forfeited, and all fines 
are levied on the amount, which has 

ain to be made up to the original sum 
if the papers are to goon. To facilitate 
governmental control, the printer of 
every paper has to forward copies of it 
to the local police, to the public prose- 
cutor, to the chief of the local govern- 
ment, to the minister of state, to the 
supreme police department, besides sup- 
plying the imper court library and 
the local court or national libraries. The 
publication of a paper can be stopped 
eithar by the police or by a court of 
law; but the transmission of foreign 
papers by the post can be prohibited 

y order of the minister of state. More- 
over, the Austrian press has to submit 
to a stamp duty, abolished in Hungary, 
but not in the remainder of the empire, 
though many efforts have been made 
to obtain its total abolition, and this 
adds not only to the cost of the papers, 
but necessarily restricts the number of 
readers. a

ordinary intelligence allowing a child 
to put its ears outside of its hat or cap 
or allowing it to press its ears  out- 
ward ip any way that will make then 
grow in that shocking fashion.

AFTERNOON TEA CAKES, 


Cream Cakes.—Slightly melt 2 ounces 
of butter, add 2 ounces of sugar and 2 
ounces of flour, about a teaspoonful 
of preserves of any sort, half an egg, 
and a tablespoonful of cream; mix it all 
up well and drop small quantities of the 
mixture on a baking tin; remove from 
the oven when they are a light brown. 
If liked they can be rolled directly they 
are done, while they are atill soft. To 
keep them nice and crisp, they should 
be put in a closely shut tin bread box. 
’ Little Currant Cakes.—Work 3 ounces 
of butter into 7 ounces of fiour and 3 


ounces of currants, 2 ounces of sugar, 
one egg, and a little milk; stir it well, 
add a little more flour, and when it is 
all well mixed a teaspoonful of bak- 
ing powder; divide it into little cakes, 
egg them well over, and bake on a tin 
for about twelve minutes. These should 
be eaten as fresh as possible. 

Chocolate Biscuits.—W hisk the whites 
of two eggs to a stiff froth, mix in 
lightly two-and-a-half ounces of grated 
chocolate, ‘ one-and-one-half ounces o 
fine flour, and one ottnce of sugar. Drop 
the mixture in small heaps on a sheet 
of paper, and bake for a few minutes 
in a brisk oven. 

Lemon Drops.—Grate the peel of three 
good-sized lemons, add to it half a 
pound of white sugar, one tablespoonful 
of fine flour, and beat well into it the 
whites of two eggs. Butter some pa- 
per and drop the mixture from a tea- 
spoun into it and bake in a moderate 
oven on @ tin sheet. 

Raisin Drop Cakes.—Mix one pound 
of dry flour with half a pound of but- 
ter; after you have rubbed it well in, 
add a quarter of a pound of _ white 
sugar, half a pound of stoned raisins, 
one egg, and a little essence of lem- 
on. Drop on a well-floured baking 
sheet. 

Ginger Cakes.—Mix well together 1-2 
pound of flour and 6 ounces of butter, 
then add 1-4 pound of sugar, one egg; 
a teaspoonful of ginger, and two _ ta- 
blespoonfuls of golden syrup, stir them 
all well together, and drop tablespoon- 
fuls of the batter on the baking tin, 
and bake till done.

TOBACCO AND MINORS. 


At the recent session of the Legis- 
lative Assembly an Ordinance was 


1896. 


passed which enacts as followe : 


Any person who direetly or indirectly sells 
or gives or furnishes to a minor under 
eighteen years of age, cigarettes, cigars on 
tobacco in any form shall on summary con 
viction thereof before a Justice ot the Pesce 
be eulsject to a penalty of vot less than $10 
or more than $50 with or without costs of 
prosecution, or to imprisonment with or 
without hard labor for any term not exceed- 
ing thirty daye, or to both tine with or with 
out costs for the said term, in the discretion 
of the convicting magistrate. And in case 
of a fine or a fine and costs being awarded 
and of the same not being upon conviction 
forthwith paid, the justice may commit the 
offender to the common gaol there to be 
imprisoned fora period not exceeding thirty 
days unless the fine and costs are sooner 
paid. his Ordinance dues not apply to # 
sale to the minor for his parent or guardian 
undera written request or order of the 
parent or guardian.

\ CURIOUS PROCESSION. 


RELIGIOUS ENTHUSIASTS BEAR 
HEAVY BURDENS. 
— 

@taggering Under Ponderons Loads They 
Consider Complaint a Desecration of 
the Custom— Procession of denn ~Y 
Celebrated Since 1699-Many No c 
Sights. 

Admirers of mediaeval customs will 
find in Farnes, a quaint Belgian town, 
one of the most remarkable survivals 
of those pictureaque, long gone days, 
when mystery plays were in fashion, 
when religious observances were far 
more striking and dramatic than they 
are now, and when, in a word, the un-, 
seen forces of the universe swayed and 
imapressed the minds of mortals in a 
manner of which we moderns have lit- 
tle conception. At Farnes to-day is 
still welebrated the procession of peni- 
tence, just as it has been celebrated for 
several bundred years. ] 

This remarkable ceremony was insti- 
tuted according to Flemish historians, 
in the year 1099, under the auspices of 
the Count of Flanders, Robert LL, of | 
Jerusalem, its object being to show hon- 
or to the relicts which were brought 
to Farnes in that year from the Holy 
Land. Through the centuries it has 
teen celebrated, almost always with the 
Bime Garnestness, precision and atten-~ 
tion to detail. 

THE TIME FIXED 

for it came a few days age, and a 

quarter to 4 o’clock in the afternoon 

it began. The whole town awaited it. 

Shops were closed, wayfarers lined the 

streets, hats were doffed, cigars were 

thrown away, pipes were pocketed. 
ben the bells of St. Nicholas began 

'o Ting, and straightway out into the 

central square swept a long line of bare- 

footed penitents. 

Slowly they march between the two 
files of spectators, at their head being 
s1X musicians dressed in mediaeval cos- 
tume. A wejrd chant these musicians 
play but more weird and strange is 
the sight of the penitents, who are not 
hired mummers or mutes, but honest 
men: and women of Farnes and the 
neighboring district, to whom this is 
eally a religious ceremony. Many 
groups of men there are, and at. the 
head of each group walks an angel— 
a little rl— wt 2x ins 1 : i 

] girl—who explains in Flemish 
what the group represents. 

MANY NOTABLE SIGHTS. 

After the angel, one by one, come the 
nen end women penitents each carry- 
ng a heavy signboard, on which are 
inscribed, either in Flemish or in Latin, 
sentences from the Old or New Testa- 
ment, descriptive of the various Biblical 
events shown in the procession. The 
first groups are dedicated to the Old 
Testament, and represent in turn the 
sucrifice of Isaac, Moses and the serp- 
ent, the eight prophets, the three pun- 
ishments and the repentance of David 
and other notable  ieMecr ings rs events. 
Phen we see St. John, the forerunner 
of Christ witha company of shepherds 


and hermits, and so we come by easy’ 
transition to the memorable scenes con- 
nected with the birth, passion and 
death of our Lord. 

These latter scenes, are, as a rule, de-’ 
picted on wood, which is painted and 
carved in a naif realistic fashion. In 
such wise are represented the Lord’s 
Supper, the Garden of Olives, Ecce 
Homo, the Scourging and the Denial of 
St. Peter. These heavy paintings are 
carried by the penitents of both sexes, 
the women being distinguished by their 
Kiature, their gait and their feet. The’ 
bie load bows them down, the heavy 

urden tires them and the sun’s heat 
adds to their distress, but not for a 
moment is their serenity or patience 
disturbed. Some even are called upon 
'o perform a harder task than this.’ 
Certain of the large wooden paintings 
such as those of the Stable at Bethle- 
bem and of the Holy Sepulchre, are 
placed in heavy chariots, and these are 
drawn not by horses or oxen, but by’ 
nen and women penitents: Not even 
from these sorely laden ones, however, | 
dees a murmur of complaint or even a| 
sich of weariness escape. 

CHRIST ON THE CROSS. 

What adds to the really extraordin- 
ary character of this procession is the | 
fact that the leading personages, such.)

WOULD BE A GREAT BOON. 


Ice Machines fer Domestic Use an Urgent 
Household Necessity. - 


It is pomted out as asingular phase 
of the manufacture of ice-making ma- 
chinery, that while abundant provision 
has been made for large consumers, 
requiring an output of say, 50 or 100 
tons, no attempt has been seriously 
made to turn out small outfits, ranging 
upward from a one-ton capacity. There 
are many relatively small consumers 
who would gladly avail themselves of 
the advantages which a small plant 
would offer, and who, in the aggregate, 
would probably amount to considerably 
more than. the limited number of estab- 
lishments that. need and can afford to 
pay for machines of ponderous size. 
few ice machine companies have ap- 
parently given this aspect of the matter 
any particular attention. It is noied 
that the large manufacturers have been 
obliged In many cases to cast about 
for oiber kinds of business to help them 
keep their shops at work, and has thus 
drifted into lines quite foreign to their 
equipment. ‘The ‘turning of these sur- 
plus resources into a branch devoted 
to a miniature class of the product for 
which they were designed should com- 
mend itself tothe trade. Small ice ma- 
chines are clearly destined to become 
more and more important accessories 
to modern conveniences, and the firm 
that will be first p ‘epared to offer them 
will reap a good business reward. A 
striking proof of this was recently af- 
forded when a New York paper gave 
a description of an ice machine intend- 
ed for domestic use that would supply 
a whole family with ice for a year for 
the insignificant sum of $1.40.
